NATIONAL SCIENTIFIC 


Dr. has forwarded the following announcement from the Office 
Federal Security Agency, Concerning the establishment National Scientific Register. 


"Within the next few months, approximately 150,000 American scientists and technolo- 
gists will asked participate one the most comprehensive registrations 
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scientific personnel yet attempted the Government. plans have been completed for 
this operation the National Scientific Register, sponsored the National Security 
Board, and administered the Office Federal Security Agency. The 
registration will include qualified scientists the natural and physical sciences, and 
will accomplished through the direct assistance the principal professional and scien- 
tific The purpose the registration provide urgently needed information 
the country's supply technological personnel the many scientific 
tion needed for both immediate and long-range mobilization 


"The need for analytical index American scientists became apparent the 
when lack specific information began seriously efforts prepare complete and 
comprehensive mobilization plans. has been made for such register 
tion creating the National Science Foundation. However, because the international 
tion early 1950, the decided that this important function could not delayed 
longer, and that some interim action should taken pending the creating the NSF. Accord- 
ingly, the National Scientific Register was established the Office the 
summer 1950. James O'Brien the Office National Security Resources 
Board, who formerly headed the wartime National Roster Scientific and Specialized Personnel, 
was named Director the new enterprise. 


"The National Scientific Register was given the responsibility for providing answers 
two pressing questions the over-all manpower problem: (1) What are the character- 
istics the supply scientific and technological manpower the country? and (2) What 
will the requirements for scientists and technologists all phases mobilization? 


"It appeared that the only practical method obtaining answers the first these 
questions was effect registration scientists means questionnaires designed 
obtain the specific types information required. The whole project voluntary one

"We have critically reviewed their system for accumulating costs for each job and have 
investigated the method for determining standard unit costs for labor, material and overhead, 
and have found them accordance with generally accepted cost accounting procedure. 


"The Waverly Press has built standard unit cost each operation through the 
use time and motion study and are present using standard rates based 1948 actual 
figures for 100 standard minutes production for all operations except keyboard and 
ing, which are computed 1000 ems, and plastic plate operations which are computed 
square inches. Such unit costs include 10% profit. Standard rates based 1949 actual 
figures would slightly higher, but the management did not correct their unit costs 
was considered that this was not the time increase prices, but instead profit 
slightly less than 10% would acceptable. 


"We have selected publications printed Waverly Press, Inc., for both the Rocke- 
Institute and McGraw-Hill for comparison production costs. The attached schedule 
will illustrate the results such comparison. Both the Rockefeller Institute and 
Hill publications are charged for fixed amount based estimate, whereas the Society 
American Bacteriologists publications are cost plus 10% profit basis. For our 
comparision show the rates which were used for estimating for Rockefeller and McGraw-Hill 
and applied them the quantities, etc., incorporated the Journal Bacteriology. The 
cost the Journal Bacteriology for the month April 1950 being $3,304.07 indicates 
saving under Rockefeller rates $196.92 and saving under rates $302.53. 


"The scope our examination was not sufficient enable express opinion 
the accuracy the standards and direct costs used costing the various opera- 
tions and materials necessary produce the Journals and other publications question. 
have not, however, uncovered any procedure any charges which would appear 
unreasonable excessive. fact, the entire plant, its management and particularly its 
accounting departments, would seem efficient and well organized.

Acting the instructions the Council, conference review our publishing 
agreement was held August between representatives the Society (Barnett Cohen, 
Walter Nungester, John Brewer and Attorney Gibbs McKenney) and those the 
Williams and Wilkins Company, and their attorney, Mr. Perkins. result, revised 
publishing agreement, effective January 1951, was and duly signed. major 
importance, among the matters included the revision are: 
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Specific acknowledgement that the Journal and Reviews are the sole and exclusive 
properties the Society, the copyrights being taken out the for the dura- 
tion the agreement for the convenience the parties. 


The agreement may terminated either party written notice the other 
party not later than February any year, such termination effective December 
the same year. 


The Journal receive additional pages, bringing its total 1,600 pages 
per year. 


Acknowledgement that editorial costs are legitimate charges upon the mmufactur- 
ing costs the two journals.

PUBLISHING AGREEMENT 


THIS made this 2nd day October, 1950, and become effective the 
let day January, 1951, and between the AMERICAN BACTERIOLOGISTS, 
poration duly organized under the laws the District Columbia, hereinafter called 
the Society, and THE WILLIAMS AND WILKINS COMPANY, body corporate duly organized under 
the laws Maryland, hereinafter called the Publisher. 


WHEREAS the Journal Bacteriology, being the official periodical the Society 
American Bacteriologists, has been published since the year 1916 the Publisher 
under various agreements executed from time time, all which have been will 
terminated prior the effective date hereof; 


AND WHEREAS periodical known Bacteriological Reviews was added adjunct 
the Society's periodic publications the year 1937 and has since that time been published 
the Publisher under various agreements the Society, all which have been will 
terminated prior the effective date hereof, 


THEREFORE, consideration the mutual covenants agreements herein con- 
tained, the parties hereto agree, follows: 


(1) MANUSCRIPT AND PUBLISHING RIGHTS. The Society agrees supply the Publisher 
the manuscript, including the index and illustrations, for the periodicals known the 
Journal Bacteriology and Bacteriological Reviews and hereby grants and assigns the 
Publisher the sole exclusive right publish these periodicals for the term this 
agreement. 


(2) PUBLISHING The Publisher hereby agrees publish the periodicals 
such style paper, printing and binding the Publisher deems best mited the 
marketing the periodicals, and give all due care and diligence the sale sub- 
scriptions advertising, the keeping accounts and collections money due, and 
all other matters pertaining the function publishing. 


(3) PERIODICALS. The Society the sole and exclusive the 
Journal Bacteriology and Bacteriological Reviews, but for the convenience the 
parties the copyright shall taken out the name the Publisher. 
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(4) AUTHOR'S CORRECTIONS. Author may alter the text his (or her) article the 
roofs thereof, condition that all charges for alterations excess ten per cent 
the cost the original composition, independent the cost said alterations, 
shall charged and paid for the Author, and the Publisher shall have the right 
charge and collect such excess from the Author. event, however, shall the Society 
liable for such charges excess said ten per cent 


(5) The Publisher agrees mbmit the Society all copy for 
vertisements offered for publication these periodicals for censorship and approval 
fore accepting such advertisements for publication, whenever the Society shall request that 
such advertising submitted it. 


(6) VIOLATION COPYRIGHT. The Society shall have and exercise sole control the 
editorial content both the said periodicals, and view thereof, the Society guaran- 
tees that the matter published way infringement the copyright others, 
the laws governing copyrights; and that the Society will not mbmit for publication any 
matter that libelous actionable; and should any matter submitted for publication 
which the opinion the Publisher may libelous actionable, then the Publisher 
shall have the right refuse include such matter the publication, require the 
Society indemnify the Publisher against any and all liability both the Society and 
the public for the publication any such matter. The Publisher's rights hereunder 
shall not relieve the Society from any and all liability both the Publisher and the 
public for the publication any matter contained such publication that libelous 
actionable aforesaid. 


(7) THE JOURNAL BACTERIOLOGY. agreed that the Journal Bact- 
eriology shall published monthly; six monthly issues constituting one volume. 
such volumes shall include not more than 800 pages the format which the said period- 
ical was printed during the year 1950, and that the price non-member subscribers 
shall $12.00 per year, which includes two volumes, and such non-member subscribers shall 
receive for such price the annual volume the Reviews. 


BACTERIOLOGICAL Bacteriological Reviews shall published 
four times yearly the months March, June, September and December, and four numbers 
shall constitute volume; each such volume, however, not exceed aggregate 320 
pages the format which said periodical was printed 1950. The price per volume 
shall $5.00 those who not subscribe the Journal.

not received the Publisher, where author desires additional reprints, the author 


may purchase and the Publisher may sell reprints, desired, prices fixed the 
Publisher. 


(12) EXPENSES. expenses for both the Journal and Reviews result- 


ing from services rendered the Publisher (that is, services addition such services 


were rendered the Publisher during the year 1950, and which additional services 
shall provided for supplemental agreement hereto) expenditures made the 
Society shall paid for the Publisher and charged the profit and loss account 
the said periodicals; provided, however, that the Publisher shall not required pay 
for such editorial expenses any one year excess ten per cent (10%) the 
gate gross income resulting from both periodicals during the previous year. 
expenses for both the Journal and Reviews (including expenditures made the Society and

(13) CHANGES periodicity, number pages, editorial expenses 
either both the parties hereto, number free reprints price per volume may 
changed mutual written agreement without any wey affecting any the other terms 
this agreement. 


(14) PUBLISHER AND ACCESS ACCOUNTS. The Publisher guarantees that all 
charges made against the said periodicals for printing and distributing shall not exceed 
prices current the establishment the Publisher the time incurring such charges. 
further agreed that the Society may have access any reasonable time, upon reason- 
able notice, the books account and other records the Publisher, insofar they 
relate the said periodicals, for purposes audit and certification the accuracy 
charges The Publisher shall have access, upon reasonable request, the Society's 
accounts showing the charges against editorial expenses respecting both periodicals. 


(15) USE ADVERTISING SPACE. party shall have free advertising space 
either said periodicals except "filler space", which sey space that would 
otherwise blank. "filler space" divided and used equally the parties 
without charge either party. the event that either party does not desire use 
fails use any such "filler space" allotted from time time, the other party 
hereto, without obligation, may use such unused "filler space". either

(16) Society agrees subscribe the Journal Bact- 
for behalf each member the Society and pay the sum 
$6.00 for each the said subscription cover both annual volumes the 
Journal and also the annual volume Bacteriological Reviews. The Publisher shall not 
solicit renewal subscriptions directly from members, but shall accept such 
subscriptions only from the Secretary the Society; and the Society agrees that shall 
the function its Secretary furnish writing the Publisher block 
the names dues-paying members. Subscriptions are payable the Society when 
and the names dues-paying are furnished the Publisher. 


(17) DIVISION PROFITS. profits from the business operation both the 
said periodicals, the accounts which shall merged into one for this purpose, shall 
equally divided between the Society and the Publisher. financial statement shall 
rendered the Publisher the Society within sixty days after the first day Jamary 
each year, and any payments due the Society the Publisher shall made the 
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same time. Should the operations result loss any time from time time, the 
Society shall not liable for any part such loss. such loss occurs above stated, 
the Publisher shall reimbursed for any mch loss losses out the first profits 
earned thereafter before the Society shall entitled any division such profits. 


(18) This Agreement shall bind and inure the benefit the parties hereto, 
and their successors and assigns. After period one (1) year from the effective date 
this agreement, either party hereto may terminate this Agreement giving written notice

The members the Society have been informed already the special notice sent out 
with the ballots that Dr. John Blair, since 1949, resigned 
July order his pleasure report that his prognosis good 
and definite improvement has been made. The pro tem, wishes take 
this opportunity pay tribute the splendid job done Dr. Blair organising the 
affairs the Office. Probably the most convincing evidence his accomplishment the 
fact that has been possible carry remote control without break during this 
emergency period. The Society deeply indebted Dr. Henry Jaffe, Pathologist, and 
Director Laboratories the Hospital for Joint Diseases, for his generous cooperation 
permitting retain our office rent-free until December 31; Miss Louise Harris, 
Dr. Blair's executive assistant, who has stayed loyally the job, assuming prematurely 
the heavy responsibility for operating the office and supervising the publication the 
Directory; and President Cohen, whose many years familiarity with the Society's af- 


fairs and traly Herculean efforts during August and September stabilized the situation. 


Dr. Blair's enforced resignation exposed acutely the Society's structural vulnerability 
respect the Office the Secretary-Treasurer, problem that seems have been dis. 
cussed repeatedly recent years. The routine transactions this office have become 
plex and manifold, appear constitute the bulk its affairs. Many the duties 
appear not require the services trained bacteriologist and indeed might more 
capably handled otherwise. Attention was focussed once more, unfortunately under consider- 
able pressure time, upon the necessity for some more stable for handling 
the ordinary business the Society, thereby liberating the Secretary-Treasurer that 
could function what seems more appropriate capacity executive officer 
the Society. The whole problem was analyzed thoroughly letter, dated September 11, 
from President the Council, the most important paragraphs which are reprinted 


"The problem the Secretary-Treasurer's Office. This office, the key position 
the Society's structure, serves the membership which has been growing logarithmically for 
the past ten years so. Its volume business has undoubtedly grown the same rate, 
least. For some time now, the old system management placed severe strain upon the 
time and endurance the officer charge. Recognizing the situation, the Council voted 
the Baltimore meeting, May, $5,900 funds for the reorganization the office, 
mainly for the appointment executive assistant and for Dr. Blair 
had barely started this improvement when had retire from the scene. was our pur- 
pose provide overdue relief and gain experience how best manage the Society's 
business--all predicated Dr. Blair's continuance office for least one more year.
